Morris and other counties last evening about 


@o'clock, At Reading, in Lyon County, the 


most damage was done. Every window 
light on the north side of the buildings not 
Protected was broken. One hailstone went 
through a shutter, a pane of glass, cut a 
Bole through a window curtain and then 
Went across a twenty-foot room. Many 
went elear through the roofs of houses. Some 
of the chunks of ice measured 12 inches 
@round the longest way. . 

Some cattle were killed, aud many herds 
Were stampeced. The herd of David Nickle 
Was stampeded, got on the Santa Fe track 
and a stock train ran through it and killed 
many head. 

All Kinds of crops and fruit and garden 
truck are ruined.

Ata sample of damage done to glass, thir- 
ty-six lights were knocked out of-the Santa 
Fe depot alone and forty-two out of the sec- 
tion house. 

At Lebo, in Coffey County, the Baptist 
Church and three dwelling houses were 
Diown down. One woman was badly hurt. 

Most all the glass in the north sides of 
Dbulidings, including heavy plate store 
fronts, is broken. On the north side sev- 
eral stables and granaries were overturned. 

The largest bail ever seen here fell, aver- 
aging as large asa man’s Ast. 

The storm came from the northwest and 
passed to the southeast. At Melvern, Osage 
heavy hall and rain fell, but not

COAL GOES UP. 


The Price Advances From $3.75 $4 a 
Tem in Chicago. 


OCntcaco, II., May 6.—Soft coal has ad- 
vanced inthiscity from 52. 78 to $4 per ton. 
Assistant General Manager Wood of the Chi- 
cago & Alton road said to-day 
that the Ohio coal operators had stored 
in the Lake Erie ports 665,000 tons last winter 
and early this spring. It appears that as soon 
as these ports had been well filled 
they cut thelr miners’ wages to the lowest 
limit. This action naturally brought on the 
strike in Ohio, which was followed by the 


general strike which was known to be inevi- 
table from the start. The Obia combination 
are now marketing their supply at the 
advanced rate and thereby netting a band- 
some profit. The situation here is serious 
while the Ohio people are selling out and 
coining money on their Lake Erie supply.

BELIEVE IT WILL GO THROUGH WITHIN | 
THIRTY DAYS. 


Will Press Its Consideration Early and 
Late, and if Necessary They Will Hold 
Wight Sessious—On the Other Hand, 
Republican Leaders Do Not Concede the 
Democratic Agreement Will Shorten 
the Debate—Questions to Be Asked.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The Demo- 
craticleaders in the Senate are confident now 
of thetr ability to pass the amended Wilson 
bill, and are putting the new amendments 
into shape as rapidly as possible. Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Vest were busy all day yesterday on 
this work, and may have it ready to report 
to the Senate to-day. If this is found to be 
impossible the report will de made on Mon- 
day, and inthatevent Wednesday will wit- 
ness the inauguration of a debate which will 
bear the semblance of business, and contain 
within itself the elements of progress. 

Tue Democratic leaders adhere to their be- 
lief that the Dill will pass within the next 
thirty days. They intend to press it early 
and late, and if necessary will hold night 
sessions in order to dispose of the measure in 
a reasonable time. 

The Republiean leaders refuse to concede 
that the agreement reached among the Dem- 
ocrats will in any measure shorten the de- 
bate. Mr. Aldrich said to the Post-DIsPaTcH 
correspondent that these latest changes 
might lead to protracted debate, and Mr. 
Hansbrough, who, as the Republican whip, 
is helping to conduct the fight, a that 
numerous tnterrogations would be put to the 
Democrats for information about the changes 
from the Wilson bill as it came from the 
House and now back again. He expressed 
the opinion that the debate would extend 
well into the summer,and that Congress 
would sit until August. 

SUGAR SPBCULATION. 

It was reported yesterday that the Repub- 
licans intended to move for an investigation 
of the reports connecting the names of cer- 
tain Senators with speculation in sugar. This 
was denied. It was suggested, however, 
that it would be competent for a Senator to 


the sugar schedule, and that it might be 
done. Certain it is that the sugar schedule 
when reached will gtve rise to some very 
pointed discussion, and that the surrender to 
the trust and the means by which it wag a- 


searching inguiry. 

Another report current was that the Louls- 
lana Senators under home pressure might 
strike for a higher rate of duty on sugar than 
thatagreed upon. The dispatches contain 
an account of a meeting of sugar planters at 
New Orleans, at which discontent was ex- 
pressed with the schedule in the Wilson Dill, 
and the demand was made upon Messrs. Caf- 
fery and Blanchard to force a better rate or 
unite with the Republicans and kill the bill. 

Neither of the Loulsiana Senators would 
diseuss the matter. It was learned from 
another source, however, that they will pay 
no attention tothe demand. They are cum- 
mitted tothe schedule as it now stands and 
will support the bill assoamended. More- 
over, the New Orleans meeting was part of a 
game devised by ex-Gov. Warmoth, the 
Republican leader in Louisiana, whose real 
object is to defeat the Wilson Dill for cam- 
paign purposes. He is well satisfied with the 
bounty and wants it to stand. 

HILL AND MURPHY. 

The attitude of Mr. Hill isattracting a good 
deal of attention, as also is that of Mr. 
Murphy. Mr. Hill is not taken into account 
in the Democratic calculations. His threat 
ened policy, if carried out, will mean much 
embarrassment to his party friends, but his 
single vote will do the of tee cy no ma- 
terial good, He can at best only hope to 
contribete to a snarl, made all the more 
bitte® by his participation in it. 

But the desire anu the expectation is to 
number Mr. Murphy among the supporters 
ofthe bill. His wishes with regard to every- 
thing but the income tax have been con- 
sulted and respected, and it is known that 
he thinks it imperative upon the party to 
pass a tariff dill at this session. Mr. Murphy 
has beena consistent follower of Mr. Hill 
ad since he joined him here in the Senate. 

n fact he has quite effaced himself. Mr. Hill 
has mapped out the course both have pur- 
sued in everything. It will cause something 
ofa wrench, therefore, if Mr. Murphy pulls 
away. The reports that he meditates doing 
go now cause much speculation here. 

Some of the politicians predict that the 
Separation will not take piace. The effect, 
ser assert, would be too far-reaching. In 
their opinion it would be disastrous tothe 
mechine in New York, where already the 
complications are numerous and almost be- 
yond the power of even a master like Hill to 
manage. Both Hill and Murphy are thought 
do act in everything together with the situ- 
ation at home.

Vest, but 
no particulars could be obtained. Mr. Hill is 
keeping bis own counsel and seems to realize 
that he has reached a critical stage in his 
career.

REOLIPROCITY WITH MEXICO. 


Mr. Cranes Resolution to Abolish the 
Free Zone. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 5.—Representa- 
tive Crain’s resolution calling on the State 
Department for the negotiations between the 
United States and Mexico in regard to reci- 
procity and the abolition of the free zone is 
the result of an agitation in the Southwest 
for the removal of trade restrictions between 
the two countries. 


Mr. Craig says the free gone was originally 
established by Mexico as means of Dbuilld- 
ing up towas on the Mexican border and re- 
tarding the settlements on the texas side. 
The zone is about twepty miles wide and ex- 
tends the entire length of the Mexican boun- 
dary. Within this zone th ple are almost 
entirely exempt from thetariff taxes of Mex- 
ico. This has proved very Deneficial.to the 
people of the zone, but has falled of its 
main object in bulldigg up Mexican towns 
along the border. ss 

On the contrary, the American towns have 
advancea much faster than those south of 
the Rio Grande. The exémption of the zone 
from tariff taxes hag made it the headquar- 
ters for smuggling. uty: free goods are im- 
ported from various foreign countries and 
are then smuggled across the border into 
Texas, where t oy competé with domestic 

roducts and with imported goods paying

Representative Pence arose and created 
something of a sensation by declaring that it 
was evident the Court was endeavoring to 
help the prosecution out of a hole from which 
they had shown absolute incapacity to lift 
themselves.

HAWAIIAN ELECTION. 


Next Wedmesday Delegates Will Be 
Chosen to Censtitutional Convention. 


HONOLULU, April 28, per Steamer Australia, 
via San Francisco, May 5.—The question of 
the registration of voters isthe all-absorbing 
topic at present. Next Wednesday is the 
day set for the election of  dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention. The 
registration closed on the 2ist and in Hono- 
lulu alone 1,507 have signed the rolls and reg- 
istered themselves as voters. This, although 
seemingly small, is nevertheless a good 
showing when the fact that only 2,800 
voters registered at the last election 
under the foyalist regime is considered. 
As will be seen y the following state- 


ment, only 185 natives have taken the oath 
of allegiance to the Provisional Government, 
This smail native vote is accounted for by 
the Government officials onthe ground that 
the natives have been advised not tp by their 
royalist Queen, should she ever reascend 
throne. ihe following classifies tbe regis- 
tration so far as it has gone: Native and 
half-caste, 185; Hawallan- born foreign, 101; 
American, 390; English, 195; German, 120, 
Portugese, 418; all others, 98; total, 1,507. 

Complete returns have not yet been re- 
ceived from the other islands, Dut the total 
registration for the group is estimated at 
about 3,000. 

A large number of Americans who are sup- 
porters of the Provisional Government have 
not registered, as they fear they will 
lose their American citizenship by taking 
the required oath. One of these 
disgruntied Americans is John Emmeluth, a 
prominent member ofthe advisory council. 
He has refused to take the oath afd it is sup-

Result of Ex-King Milen’s Suit Against 
a Radical Journal. 


BELGRADE, May 5.—Ex-King Milan, in con- 
sequence of the civil tribunal having ap- 
proved of King Alexander’s proposal to make 
him regent during thetour of the young 
King abroad and relying upon the recent 
ukase issued dy King Alexander, has prose- 
cuted the leading radical journal on the 


ground that it had insulted him. 

The court of cassation, however, has de- 
cided in favor of the newspaper and has de- 
clared King Alexander's ukase to be legal. 
The ukase was issued on April 27, and an-

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 5.—Lexington is 
crowded to-day with partisans of Col. W. O. 
P. Breckinridge, who have gathered from all 
Over the Ashland district to give the opening 
of his canvass for renomination a great spec- 
tacular send-off at his on home. The hotels 
were filled last night, and trains to-day have 
been adding to the crowds. The meeting 
was held at the Opera-house, opening at 2 
o’clock. Preparations had been made to seat 
2,000 and there was no empty space. Many 
of those who attended are opposed to the re- 
nomination of the late defendant at Wash- 
ington but they came to see and hear. 

Col. Breckinridge’g speech was mainly de- 
voted to a review of his’ career in Congress, 
beginning with the first election of Cleve- 
land, and he pointed out that no 
man in the. Democratic party has 
taken more advanced ground on the tari

SUSTAINS THE DEFENDAP TS’ or ION 
AND ORDERS THEIR BELEASE. 


Holds That His Court Has Wo Jurisaic- 
tion in the Premises Shoquld Be 
Charged With a Felony and Mot With. 
a Misdemeanor—The City Gives Notice 


Judge Paxson in the Second District Police | 
Court, this morning, rendered his decision in 
the twelve nickel-in-the-siot cases he had 
taken under advisement and, as 
expected, sustained the motion of 
the defendants’ attorney, Ashley O. Clover, 
to discharge them on the grounds that the 
offense proved against them was a felony, it 
anything, and that therefore the court had 
no jurisdiction in the premises. 

The Court rendered quite a lengthy 
decision. In substance he said. the 
statement in the case charged 
the defendants with | violating 
sec. 979 of the Revised Ordinances (1887), 
which provides that any person who shall 
permit a gambling device to be set upon his 
premises, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of from $10 to $400. But 


he says: 

»The uncontradidted evidence shows that 
if defendants are guilty of the violotion of 
a city ordinance they have violated sec, 977 
or 980 and not sec. 979, under which they are 
proceeded against in this case, 

Sec. 980 provides that every person who 
shall set up a gambling device on his prem- 
ises shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, .and 
sec. 977 provides that a person shall also be 
guilty of a misdemeanor for enticing or 
permitting any person to play at 
any such gambling device de 
may have set up. Both sections 


provide a penalty of from $10 to $500. Hence, 
the Court agrees, asthe Municipal Assembly 
has seen t to make the act of permitting a 
gambling device to be set up or used on one’s 
premises a separate and distinct of- 
fense from and Keeping 
a similar can hardly 

Gefendant can be 
charged with the violation of one section of 
the ordinance and convicted of violating 
another section in the same proceedin 
— the offenses and penalties are dif- 
erent. 


KNOCKED OUT BY THE FELONY STATUTE. 
But even if they had been adjudged guilty 
of violating secs. 980 and 977 the court argues 


he would have no power to convict 
them, even though the ordinances do 
declare the offenses misdemeanors and 
even though the statute on the subject con- 
tained in the revision of 1879, sec. 1547, de- 
clared keeping a gaming house a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of $1,000, be- 
cause this statute was rendered void and 
nugatory dy an amendment to said sec- 
tion of the said statute in 1881 declar- 
ing the offense to be a felony 
punishable by imprisonment for from six 
months to five years. In the court’s opin- 
lon thisamended statute not only entirely 
supersedes the previous statute, but renders 
sects. 977 and 980 of the city ordinances ab- 
solutely null and vold, The constitution of 
Missouri provides that no person shall be 
proceeded against criminally for felony, ex- 
cept by indictment. 

The court’s opinion then goes on: 

It therefore clearly follows that an offense of the 
rade of felony inder the State law, cannot be pun- 
shed asa misdemeaner underthe penal ordinance 

of amunicipslity, otherwise what beeomes of the 
positive prohibitienin the constitution, that no 
person opal, for felony, ® proceeded against 
criminally etherwise than bv indictment?’’ 

Nor can this conclusion be avoided by the ples 
that cases originating in the criminal courts are 
civil cases with quasi ¢riminal freatures, for our 
pellate courts have too often and strongly intimated 
to the contrary 

Therefere, that my ruling may de clearly under- 
sto od, I hold that sec. 979 of the ordinance is valid 
and entoreeable in a proper case, where the evi- 
dence shows that the owa er, occupler, possessor or 
controller of any premises has permitted an 
2 table, bank or device to de setup or use 

or the purpose of gambling; such an act being «a 
misdemeaner under the State law, is a proper sub- 
ject of legislation by the Municipal Assembly., under 
the fifth subdivision of sec. 26, art.

UNCURBED JUDICIAL TYRANTS. 


The report of the special committee of 
the House appointed to investigate the 
Northern Pacific decisions of Judge Jen- 
kins fully bears out the prediction made 
py the Post-DIsPATCH two weeks ago that 
no matter how deserving of condemnation 
Judge Jenkins’ conduct may be proved, 
there would be no effort to punish him by 
removal or impeachment. 

The report emphasizes with startling 
force the irresponsibility of the Federal 
judiciary and the impossibility of holding 
the judges accountable for usurpation and 
oppression in the exercise of judi- 
cial power. The decisions of Judge 
Jenkins are unqualifledly condemned. 
There is no law and, no justice 
in them. They are edicts that no Legis- 
lature would dare pass. They are in effect 
decrees restoring serfdom in labor. In the 
words of the committee the orders were 
a gross abuse of the power of the courts,’’ 
were without support of reason or au- 
thority’’ and were ‘‘beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the judge.’’ 

But the committee finds no ground for 
impeachment or punishment, because it 
cannot bring actual proof of corruption; 
because it cannot lay a finger on the par- 
ticular act of bribery, in consideration of 
which the powers of the court were 
so grossly abused. Under this view of 
cause for impeachment a tyrannous judge 
would be safe though he were reeking with 
corruption and his orders and decisions 
written by his masters to 
whom he had sold his judicial ser- 
vices. But even if the construction 
of the impeachment clause were far 
broader, if wrongful acts were accepted as 
sufficient ground for removal,the usurping 
judge would still be safe. The power of 
organized greed, which places its judicial 
tools on the bench and backs them in their 
villainy, is able to protect them from the 
consequences of their wrong. 

The best therefore, that the committee 
can recommend is the adoption of statutes 
defining and restraining the power of 
Federal courts in handling receiverships, 
granting injunctions and punishing for 
contempt. Its confession of the irrespon- 
sibility of the judiciary and utter power- 
lessness of Congress to curb its exercise of 
power by punishment isa powerful argu- 
ment in behalf of the committee’s plea for 
restraining statutes.

INTELLIGENCE AND INTEREST. 


Lord Macaulay once remarked that if 
the law of gravitation operated against 
any great or powerful pecuniary interest 
it would be vigorously assailed. All the 
forces of conservatism and imaginary sta- 
bility are enlisted on the side of those 
who have made orinherited great wealth 
through the workings of some infraction 
of the just natural rules of conduct pre- 
scribed by the common sense and common 
conscience of the race. 

This is well illustrated by the two ques- 
tions of bimetallism and freetrade. The 
most intelligent opinion in the world 
favors the freecoinage of both gold and 
silver and the unlimited use of both metals 
as legal tender in payment of debts. In 
like manner the vast majority of thinking 
peoplein all civilized countries contend 
that trade should be subject to no re- 
strictions save those of taxation, levied only 
for the purpose of raising revenue for the 
needs of government, economically ad- 
ministered. 

But in spite of this those interests which 
are enriched by the violation of nature’s 
ordinances are strong enough to postpone, 
perhaps defeat, any material recognition 
of plain and accepted propositions. 
England being, as Mr, Gladstone 
rather cynically remarked, a _ cred- 
itor country, is sturdily . opposed 
to ea return to dimetallism because 
it would prevent the constant appreciation 
of the value of debts. The best scientific 
opinion even in Great Britain is on the 
side of bimetallism, but the creditor side is 
strong enough to prevent its adoption or 
at least postpone it indefinitely. In this 
country, while a majority is bitterly op- 
posed to special privileges and trade 
monopolies, the beneficiaries of the 
unwise, unsocial and unnatural sys- 
tem hold their own and block 
the way of reform. They held justice at 
bay for decades in England and were in- 
duced to recede from their high ground 
and abate their arrogant and ignorant pre- 
tensions only when threatened with revo- 
lution, and the course of trade emancipa- 
tion in England is repeated in all its 
phases in America. 

It is the old debate between progress and 
conservatism, between action and reaction, 
which began with the creation of the

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ix CONTEMPT. 

The Rosewater contempt case in Omaha 
is an interesting example of judicial arro- 
gance. 

It all came of arobbery in which two 
men were engaged, one the son of rich and 
influential parents, the other a poor and 
friendless nobody. The judge punished 
the latter and let the other go, whereupon 
the Omaha Bee, of which Mr. Rosewater 
is editor, denounced the decision. The 
Judge lost his temperand put the plain 
speaking editor in jail, Speaking in his 
own defense Mr. Rosewater said: 

I had rather rotin forty jatis and prisons 
than to surrender what has been fought for 
by the fathers of this republic, which la- 
cludes the liberty of the press to criticise 
public servants, and the courts are public 
servants as much as any class, from repre- 
sentatives in the Legislative Hall in the Ca p- 
ol at Lincoln or Washington. I shall cheer- 
fully submit to this ordeal. It will not hurt 
me. : 

In some States contempt of court is the 


subject of statutory regulations and ought 
to be in all ot them. In the absence of re- 
straint of statute the power of a judge is 
practically without limit or qualification. 
He may fine and jail according to his 
whim, he may put what definition he 
pleases upon the word contempt and en- 
large its purport from the technical re- 
stricted meaning contemplated by the law 
soasto use it to satisfy his private re- 
venge. No other judge will interfere or 
grant a writ of habeas corpus. The victim 
is a helpless victim punished without a 
hearing and without the right to ask re- 
dress or prove an abuse of authority. 

Such a condition is anomalous in a 
democratic country and should not be 
tolerated. That the irresponsible power 
of judicial officers has seldom been abused 
in the past is a testimony to their high 
character and worthiness, but irrespon- 
sible power should not be lodged with any 
one, not even the best and most intelli- 


gent. 


WHILE other high tariff journals are 
silent about the Congressional election in 
Ohio, it must be a great comfort to pro- 
tectionists to read in the Sedalia Gazette: 
„The millionaire Democratic candidate 
for Congress in the Third Ohio District 
spent thousands upon thousands of dollars 
during the campaign, and other Demo- 
cratic free traders spent additional thou- 
sands, but despite all of this the usual 
Bourbon majority of about 4,500 was cut 
down one-half.’’

‘Frank Shaw returned yesterday from the 
Western Turf Congress Cincinnati! meeting. 
He represented the Twin City Jockey Club at 
the conference, and in speaking toa Post- 
DISPATCH representative last night of the re- 
sults accomplished, he said: 

One rule was decided upon which I think 
will cause much comment in St. Louis. It 
was that all horses run over tracks under a 
mile, on and after June 28, shall be barred 
from the Turf Congress and Eastern 
Jockey Club meeting. This rule shuts 
out the East St. Louis. Madison 
and South Side tracks for horsemen cam- 
paigning Over them after June 23 can never 
again racejat any of the legitimate meetings, 
barring, of course, Washington Park and 
also Hawthorne and Roby, none of which 
belong to the Turf Congress. Every 
other track in the West “bY 
any importance does, howe 
80 Kast St. Louis, Madison, and South 
will have to be extended into the regulat 
distance or lose the good horses that partici- 
pate in their meetings. Very few owners of 
good horses will break with the Turf 
Congress to race around dere on 
these small tracks. To get the horses 
All the 8t. Louis tracks will have to be made 
the regulation mile route.’’ 

Speaking of the reciprocity arrangement 
for the collection of forfeits agreed upon be- 
tween the Turf Congress and the Eastern 
Jockey Club, Shaw said: . 

„This rule also goes into effect 
on and after June 2, and it does 


not provide for the collection of forfeits due 
previous to that date, The Turf Congress 
Willappoint a forfeit clerk who will have 

licharge of the matter, and the jockey 
club does the same in the East. Requisitions 
from these two officials ewilll be honored a 
all tracks in either association. When a 
horse is sold acertificate to the effect~ that 
his forfeits are paid in full must accom- 
pany the bill of sale to the 
new owner. This arrangement should come 
mighty near making all stakes worth what 
they are really intended to be, Every horse 
owner knows this has not deen the case 
heretofore. The trouble encountered in the 
collection of forfeits is what caused the de- 
mand for guaranteed stakes.

LARGE COLONIZATION SCHEME. 


Labor Organizations Contemplate Send- 
ing Large Numbers to the West. 


Cuicaco, III., May 5.—In the interest of 
labor organizations of Chicago a committee 
has gone to California to examine 70,000 acres 
of land which have been offered to the or- 
ganisations for colonisation. These lands 
are owned by the Land of Sunshine Co. This 
company purchased the irrigating system of 
the.Croker and Hoffman Land and Water 


Co, ana the lands of the Pacific 
Improvement Co, The first named company 
comprises the water rights of the Merced 
River, in developing which the original own- 
ers had to bufld acanal twenty-seven. miles 
long. Branch canals amounting to seventy- 
five miles and 40,000 acres of land, the water- 
works supplying the town of Merced 
and the dwelling erected by CO. H. Hoffman 
at a cost of $100,000, were part of the sellers’ 

lant, and were included in the purchase. 
81 the lands, 16,000 acres are in wheat, seve- 
ral thousand in barley, and ether parts are 
set in fruits. The company also bougnt all 
the town lots of Merced. 

Alex F. Hatch, one of the stockholders of 
the Land of Sunshine Co., says: 

„Me have made the first payments and 
have seven years in which to pay the bal- 
ance. We have taken an option on 30, 
acres of land in addition to this purchase. 
Throughout the transaction we have been in 
close touch with the laboring unions. Iam 
assured on the best authority that they have 
raised $100,000 toassist celonizing and that 
the money is in the hands of the officers. Ihe 
plan the unions have considered is the pur- 
chase of tracts through a trustee and the 
payment for them by installments, the im- 
provements to be paid forin the same way. 

‘*When the property is paid for it is to be 
sold. The shareholders are to have the frst 
choice to buy the DN and the money 
they have paid in is to be credited on the 
purchase. There may, of course, be choice 
pieces in the tract, and the rights to select 
these will command a premium. The land ts 
crossed by the Southern Pacific Rallroad and 
all parts of it car 4 water rights. 
Just how many laboring people will enter a 
colonization movement in California or else- 
where I cannot say, butI am informed , the 
idea of colonization has taken deep root.’
